A liiile fiiiilier down 
pulled partly out of tiie wreek, is the ex- 
puaitioi) Hute. It is bui;^cd with tiie 
neat and no one knows wheilicr it has pr;- 
served M valuable conienia. iiaa escup 
in^' fn)m a broken pipe furnishes the on!;, 
flume to be seen. C'narrmi ullw atick up 
everywhere. Linea of twiatedfahafting ami 
iron pipe cross and crtjss a);aii, 
but all else In the main building has ^o:i< 
down to a OOminoii level. The advi'iitiii 
OUB spirits wiio liure the dan^".-r^ ol lix 
eiul>ei>< and ]h)o!s ol waie!' eau liiid hits <i! 
iron — thiti a part of an exhibit, tiiis ir im. 
a c&r, tliis from one of the fine cari ia^'e- 
that aloud un the north aisle, Ihi.-i iron, 
one of the many piunu!>, but not one thiii;'

cept for old junk. As Machinery Hall i>> 
approached the wreck looks more iIimis 
troua.

The 
erase for relics had br iken out, and the 
people risked anything for the sake of a 
meiiieiitu. The value of the exiiibitM of 
art, relics, and piuturaa was $375,000, and 
tbe total losa is aboutS75(>,000.

The bulldinga which 
were destroyed were erected in I H7 >. The 
main building was UOO feet long and 150 
wide.
